The 
next two swings of the detector located a 1910 
Utah State Fair Medal for best display of farm 
machinery and implements. Just a few feet 
further I uncovered a token...34th Ward Store, 
880 West North Temple, Salt Lake City. 


My next stop was a lot where until recently 
a home had stood, 300 west 600 north, right 
next to a deserted filling station. Without 
even turning on my detector, I saw what I 
thought was a silver 50 cent piece lying 


right on top the ground. I was wrong, it 


turned out to be an aluminum token from 
the Farmers Dairy, Woods Cross, Utah, good 
for one quart of Milk. 


My next area was 700 east and 700 south. 
This is a construction site. I asked the 
job foreman about detecting the lot, and 
with his approval I was ready to begin. I 
was not anticipating finding much at this 
spot because of the large amount of top- 
Soil that had been removed, so you can 
imagine my surprise when within a_ few 
minuted I located another token! 

Brannings Chili Parlor, good for 24¢ in 
trade. Well I was excited now. I next 
turned up a few wheat backs from the teens 
(one of which turned out to be a 1913-S), 
before I located another -oken. A four 
Sided scallop from the Headquarters, 22 
Commercial Street, good for 24¢ in trade. 
Continuing to work this site, I found a 
1925-S Murcury dime, in fine condition, 
and a token from The Park Club, good for 
10¢ in trade. 





I'll admit that this turned out to be an 
exceptional day, usually my finds are 
fewer and farther between. Like I said 
before though, it was a rare day. I 
enjoyed finding all of these items right 
in Salt Lake City, and now , Sharing it 
with you.
